SYNOPSIS 


On March 31, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant David Grall, Sergeant Anthony Easter and Terisa River 

responded to Palmdale Station regarding a use of force resulting in the suspect 
sustaining a fractured orbital. 


On March 30, 2016, at approximately 1221 hours, Suspect Tyner was detained 
by Deputy Reddy regarding a petty theft investigation. The detention occurred at 
Marie Kerr Park, located at 39700 30'^ Street West, in the city of Palmdale. 
Deputy Reddy attempted to conduct a pat-down search prior to placing Suspect 
Tyner in the backseat of his patrol vehicle. As Deputy Reddy was conducting the 
pat-down search, Suspect Tyner attempted to break free from Deputy Reddy's 
grasp. A struggle ensued. Deputy Reddy swung Suspect Tyner to the ground. 
Suspect Tyner struck his head on the ground. Deputy Reddy managed to 
handcuff Suspect Tyner. 


Deputies id EB arrived. Suspect Tyner resisted Di i 3 | 
and s they placed him in a patrol vehicle. WM Mom a 
hobble on Suspect Tyner's ankles. When fire personnel arrived, Suspect Tyner 

exit the patrol vehicle to be treated. Sergeant Bertieri directed Deputy 
EE remove Suspect Tyner from the vehicle. After Suspect Tyner was 
treated by fire personnel, he refused to re-i he vehicle. Sergeant Bertieri 
directed Deputies MM RM RR. and to place Suspect Tyner back 
into the patrol vehicle. Suspect Tyner was transported to Palmdale Regional 
Medical Center (hospital). He did not cooperate with medical personnel at the 
hospital. Medical personnel cleared Suspect Tyner for booking. 
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Suspect Tyner was transported to Palmdale Station and booked for Obstructing 
Justice, 69 P.C. and Shoplifting, 459.5 P.C. All reports documenting this incident 
are submitted as Exhibit A. 


IAB Note: A manager at Vons Market placed Suspect Tyner under 
Private Person's arrest for shoplifting [Exhibit A]. 


On March 31, 2016, Suspect Tyner complained of pain to 
his face while inside the Palmdale Station jail. Suspect 
Tyner was transported back to the hospital. It was 
discovered, at that time, Suspect Tyner had a fractured 
orbital.

SUSPECT'S INJURIES 

Suspect Tyner sustained a closed fracture to his left orbital wall. He had a 
contusion on his right chest, right clavicle, and left eye. Suspect Tyner had a half 
inch scratch on the right side of his nose. Suspect Tyner also had abrasions on 
his right knee, left elbow, right elbow, and left forearm. See photographs 
submitted as [EXHIBIT J]. 

DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 

There were no deputies injured during this incident.

The portion of the incident when Suspect Tyner was being removed from the 
patrol vehicle was video recorded.

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INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS 

Twenty four hours after the incident, IAB investigators contacted Suspect Tyner 
in the Palmdale Station jail. IAB investigators observed Suspect Tyner's 
aforementioned injuries.

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation into the obstruction of justice was handled by Detective 
Steve Sgrignoli from Palmdale Station. On April 28, 2016, Suspect Tyner was 
charged with one count of Attempt to Obstruct Justice 664/69 P.C and one count 
of Shoplifting, 459.5 P.C. [Exhibit C]. Suspect Tyner was sentenced to 28 
months in state prison. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 

It was bright and sunny outside when this incident occurred. 

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 

Deputy Corey Reddy 

On January 26, 2017, at 1101 hours, Deputy Reddy was interviewed by IAB 
investigators. The interview occurred within an interview room at Palmdale 
Station. For Deputy Reddy's complete statement, see his transcribed interview. 
Following is a summary of Deputy Reddy's interview: 

On March 30, 2016, at approximately 1221 hours, Deputy Reddy responded to a 
radio call regarding petty theft. The crime occurred at Vons, located at 3027 
Rancho Vista Boulevard, in the city of Palmdale. Deputy Reddy checked Marie 


Kerr Park, located at 39700 30* Street West (across the street from where the 
crime occurred). He observed a person matching the suspect's description. The 
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person was later identified as Suspect Tyner. Suspect Tyner was carrying a 
Vons' grocery bag. 


Deputy Reddy exited his vehicle and contacted Suspect Tyner in the west 
parking lot of the park. Suspect Tyner introduced himself and shook Deputy 
Reddy's hand. Deputy Reddy advised Suspect Tyner he was conducting a petty 
theft investigation. Suspect Tyner was detained regarding the investigation. 
Deputy Reddy walked Suspect Tyner toward his patrol vehicle. As they walked, 
Deputy Reddy reached for one of Suspect Tyner's arms. Suspect Tyner pulled 
away and said, "Don't touch me." Deputy Reddy talked to Suspect Tyner and 
was able to get him to cooperate. Deputy Reddy grabbed both of Suspect 
Tyner's arms and escorted him toward the trunk of his patrol vehicle. Deputy 
Reddy was going to conduct a pat-down search for weapons. As they 
approached the trunk of the vehicle, Suspect Tyner attempted to pull his arms 
away from Deputy Reddy. Deputy Reddy told Suspect Tyner to comply and not 
to resist. Suspect Tyner complied by placing his hands behind his back, with his 
palms together, and his fingers interlaced. Deputy Reddy used his left hand to 
firmly grip Suspect Tyner's hands, as he (Deputy Reddy) reached for his 
handcuffs with his right hand. Suspect Tyner managed to pull his hands free 
from Deputy Reddy's grasp. He spun toward Deputy Reddy and began yelling. 
Deputy Reddy felt Suspect Tyner's hand grabbing his (Deputy Reddy's) right rib 
area. Deputy Reddy used his left hand to shove Suspect Tyner against the trunk 
of the vehicle to control Suspect Tyner's movements. Deputy Reddy used his 
right hand to request assistance via his hand held radio. Deputy Reddy feared 
Suspect Tyner was going to strike him and possibly attempt to take his firearm 
[Refer to Deputy Reddy's transcribed IAB interview, pages 3-7]. 


Suspect Tyner attempted to pull away from Deputy Reddy. Deputy Reddy 
grabbed Suspect Tyner's head and pulled it toward the left side of his (Deputy 
Reddy's) body to control Suspect Tyner's movement. In an attempt to get 
Suspect Tyner on the ground, Deputy Reddy twisted his body to the right, 
causing Suspect Tyner to lose his balance and fall to the ground. Suspect Tyner 
held onto Deputy Reddy causing Deputy Reddy to fall on top of him. Suspect 
Tyner landed on his stomach and quickly turned to his back [Refer to Deputy 
Reddy's transcribed IAB interview, pages 5 and 7]. 


Suspect Tyner attempted to push Deputy Reddy off of him. Suspect Tyner 
swung his arms around, preventing Deputy Reddy from controlling his hands. 
Suspect Tyner attempted to sit up. Deputy Reddy pinned Suspect Tyner's left 
arm against his (Suspect Tyner's) body with his (Deputy Reddy's) right leg. 
Deputy Reddy was able to handcuff Suspect Tyner's right wrist. Deputy Reddy 
told Suspect Tyner several times to roll over to his stomach and stop resisting, 
but Suspect Tyner did not comply. Deputy Reddy controlled Suspect Tyner's 
right arm and managed to roll him onto his stomach. Suspect Tyner's left arm 
was under his body. Deputy Reddy grabbed Suspect Tyner's left arm and 
handcuffed him. After Suspect Tyner was handcuffed, Deputy Reddy noticed 
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Suspect Tyner's nose was bleeding. He was unsure if Suspect Tyner struck his 
head when he was taken to the ground [Refer to Deputy Reddy's transcribed 
IAB interview, pages 7-8 and page 12]. 


Deputy Reddy said Deputies an rrived. Deputy Reddy 
separated himself from Suspect Tyner. Deputy Reddy used his hand held radio 
and requested fire personnel to examine Suspect Tyner. Deputy Reddy heard 
Deputy repeatedly give commands to Suspect Tyner to sit in the 
backseat of the patrol vehicle. Suspect Tyner began yelling. Deputy Reddy 
walked toward Suspect Tyner, as he (Suspect Tyner) stood near the rear door of 
the patrol vehicle with Deputie ; NN Deputy Reddy observed 
Suspect Tyner place his feet on the bottom of the door frame and stand up. 
Suspect Tyner began yelling toward a crowd that gathered within the park. 
Deputy tempted to place Suspect Tyner's right foot into the vehicle, 
Suspect Tyner locked his knees, which prevented him from entering the vehicle. 
Deputy Reddy hobbled Suspect Tyner's ankles without any resistance. Deputy 
Reddy and Deputy iier able to place Suspect Tyner inside the vehicle. 
Suspect Tyner laid across the backseat, extended his body, preventing the door 
from closing. Suspect Tyner was left in that position until fire personnel arrived. 
Deputy Reddy documented his actions on a supplemental report [Exhibit A]. 
Deputy Reddy reported the incident to Sergeant Martinez, who arrived at the 
location after the incident [Refer to Deputy Reddy's transcribed IAB interview, 
pages 8-11].

Suspect Tyner said on March 30, 2016, at approximately 1245 hours, he was 
sitting at a table at Marie Kerr Park with his — MB, ears 
old). He was contacted by a uniformed deputy (Deputy Reddy). Deputy Reddy 
walked Suspect Tyner to the trunk of his patrol vehicle. Deputy Reddy told 
Suspect Tyner he was not going to be handcuffed, because he was not under 
arrest. Deputy Reddy advised Suspect Tyner he was going to be detained in the 
back of the patrol vehicle. Deputy Reddy advised Suspect Tyner he was going to 
conduct a pat-down search. Suspect Tyner put his hand behind his back, placed 
his palms together, and interlaced his fingers. 

Deputy Reddy grabbed Suspect Tyner's hands. Suspect Tyner observed Deputy 
Reddy retrieve his (Deputy Reddy's) handcuffs. Suspect Tyner said he turned 
his head to the side and stated, “I thought you was not going to handcuff me.” 
Deputy Reddy applied a handcuff to Suspect Tyner's right wrist. Suspect Tyner 
said, without provocation, Deputy Reddy took him to the ground. Suspect Tyner 
was unable to brace himself from striking the ground. He struck the left side of 
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his head on the concrete pavement. Deputy Reddy got on top of Suspect Tyner 
and applied the other handcuff to Suspect Tyner's left wrist. Suspect Tyner was 
bleeding from his face. Suspect Tyner said he never resisted Deputy Reddy 
from the time he (Suspect Tyner) was contacted until he was taken to the ground 
[Refer to Suspect Tyner's IAB interview, pages1-4, 14-18, and page 22]. 


Three additional deputies arrived at the location and placed Suspect Tyner in the 
rear of a patrol vehicle. Once inside the patrol vehicle, Suspect Tyner laid on his 
stomach and extended his body across the rear seat. He said he resisted the 
deputies by remaining "stiff as a board." Suspect Tyner's head and feet 
prevented the rear passenger doors from closing. Deputy Reddy attempted to 
shut the rear passenger door (driver's side) twice. Each time Deputy Reddy 
attempted to shut the door, the top of Suspect Tyner's head was struck by the 
door. Deputy Reddy managed to shut the door. Suspect Tyner became irate. A 
deputy went to the rear passenger door, slightly bent Suspect Tyner's legs, which 
allowed the door to close. He noticed bystanders videotaping the incident on 
their cellular phones. He yelled to the bystanders to keep filming the incident. 
Suspect Tyner stated the deputies opened the door and placed a hobble around 
his ankles [Refer to Suspect Tyner's IAB interview, pages 4-9, 13-14, and 
pages 23-24]. 


Suspect Tyner said fire personnel never responded to treat him. Deputy 
personnel transported Suspect Tyner to Palmdale Regional Medical Center. 
Suspect Tyner was very upset and was uncooperative with the medical staff at 
the hospital. Suspect Tyner was taken to Palmdale Station. The following day 
Suspect Tyner was taken back to the hospital. Suspect Tyner said he sustained 
a fractured orbital and a bruised right clavicle from the incident. [Refer to 
Suspect Tyner's IAB interview, pages10-12] 


IAB Note: Suspect Tyner said he drank two 12-ounce beers (Miller 


High Life) prior to the incident. He did not feel he was 
intoxicated.
